RAISE YOUR VOICE AGAINST SHAH'S REGIME 



Iran, a country with vast oil reserves and mineral resources haa been 
the scene of exploitation by plundering imperialists for many years. 
Since the CIA coup in 1953 which spent $19 million of American taxes to 
bribe corrupted Iranian generals and set the Shah to power, U.S. imperialism 
has savagelyplundered the national wealth of the Iranian people in 
cooperation with her local lackies "Royal Family. '• 

Despite of $20 billions oil revenues in 1975, the Iranian economy 
is totally bankrupted. The vast majority of people of Iran are living 
in a miserable conditions. Basic necessities of life such as housing, food, 
health and education are basically lacking. 

The Shah's "open door" policy has turned the whole economy dependent 
on imperialist goods, up to the neck. Not withstanding miserable living 
conditions of the "rich" nation, Shah, the watchdog of U.S. imperialism 
is spending billions of dollars purchasing sophisticated arms from the 
United States. Just in last August during Kissinger's trip to Iran, 
Shah purchased ' $15 billions worth of arms so' sophisticated which are not 
even used in the U.S. army. 

International observers predict the Iranian navy to com9 up to first 
in the world by 1980. Iranian hovercraft forces is now the most advanced 
in the world, as far as arms are concerned. In order to suppress the 
Iranian and all other people in the Middle East, Shah has turned Iran in to 
a cemetery of jets, tanks and destructive warfare equipment. 

Pentagon has furnished Shah's army with 2U,000 military advisers and 
technicians. This number is expscted to go beyond 50,000 by 1980 (NBC News 
Aug. 27) which means another military involvement, this time in Middle East* 

The facistic regime of the Shah can not tolerate any opposition from 
the oppressed poverty-stricken people. In order to stop new revolutionary 
movement, workers strikes, peasants uprisings, students demonstrations and 
clergy oppositions are put down brutally. Any gathering is called illegal 
and labeled anti-state. Even religious gathering are no exception to this 
rule. 
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A recent report in Time Aug. 16 estimates the number of political 
prisoners up to 100,000. The Amnesty International reports "among the 
countries that torture is used Iran is on the top of the list> Chile the 
next." Torture of all political prisoners and annihilation of many others 
is a daily practice in Iran. In order to force the arrested revolutionaries 
to confess, their relatives are severely tortured in their presence. Even 
old women and minor children and babies are tortured to death. 

All the political cases are sent to militray "tribunals." Phony 
charges are made up and pre-written verdicts are dictated to the SAVAK— 
appointed military judges. 

The Iranian people who had exhausted all non-violent forms of struggle, 
all proving futile, resorted to armed struggle. Feb. 1970 marks the 
beginning of guerrilla varf are in**!Cran. This new revolutionary movement, 
being qualitativly different from previous forms of resistance, has since 
gained much momentum and mass support. 80 armed revolutionaries have been 
murdered since May 1976. Many others have been secretly annihilated. 
The anti-islamic regime of the Shah changed the calender of the Moslem Iran 
which originates from the pilgrimage of prophet Mohammad from Mecca to Medinah 
(HIJRAT). The origin of the "new" calander goes back as far as the establish- 
ment of monarchy system— a system of slavery, oppression, corruption and 
human exploitation. Ayatollah Shamsabadi publicly denounced this anti-Islamic 
act and was brutally murdered by the Shah's secret police (SAVAK). 

Now Shah r s regime has sentenced 21 moslem revolutionaries to death 
accused of conspiracy and murder of this widley respected religious leader. 



Iranian moslem students ask all the freedom-loving and anti-fascist 
people to oppose and condemn the Shah's repressive and dictatorial regime 
and raise their voices against Shah's recent crimes.

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Condemn the Plot Against 
Iranian Students 

The role of Secret Police in Iran(SAVAK), today, is far more obvious 
and well known than even the worst and filterized media and news agencies 
could be able to mask it with beauty. The next thing to be widely known 
and undeniable , is the close collaboration and cooperation of SAVAK with 
its expert trainers in Israel, and with those similar in U.S., Chile, 
Philippine,. . . and now we are witness to one of those shameless collabor- 
ations; Shortly after a top SAVAK agent-Consulate of Iran- is shot in a 
shooting in Paris (France), 15 progressive Iranian Students in Prance are 
arrested on Nov. 5»76, with no evidence, two being accused of the assas- 
ination and four being deported( who later are arrested in Sweden) and 
the rest are released after an intensive interrogation. 

To condemn such a plot against the progressive Iranian Students, in 
a demonstration in Houston, Texas, 92 progressive Iranian students are 
attacked by police/ FBI, and brutally beaten and arrested. 

Still it may seem unbelievable to some people that for a progressive 
Iranian Student who is participating in a political organization abroad , 
a sentence of up to life imprisonment is waiting as soon as he walks over 
the boarder in Iran. With such a repression, outside, one could imagine 
what a severe repression could exist inside, Iran. Does the 100,000 
political prisoners in Iran mean anything to you? 

Despite all these, we are witness to a just struggle of the people 
in Iran, reflected in the formation of underground revolutionary organi- 
zations. We strongly believe this struggle will succeed, as strong as 
the belief we have in the legitemacy of the way of GOD.

In 1953, quite against the interests of the people of Iran, C.I. A. engineered and 
financed a coup d'etat against the progressive and popular government of Dr. Mossadegh, 
who had nationalized the oil industry in Iran. This coup was a measure taken by the U.S. 
imperialism to halt the ever-growing anti-imperialist movement of the Iranian people. 

The Shah was restored to his power. As the first step, he began the immediate dena- 
tionalization of the oil industry and made Iran vulnerable to foreign domination of econo- 
mic, political and cultural nature. 

The natural resources, as well as the human resources, of Iran have been subjected to 
an exploitation by the U.S. imperialism and its allies. 

During the last 23 years, the Shah has continued enhancing his dictatorial power at the 
expense of the oppressed people of Iran. Every attempt by the people to achieve the slight- 
est control over their destiny or their most elementary human rights have been ruthlessly 
crushed. To quote one out of millions, for examole. only in 19^3. more than 10,000 unarmed 
people were massacred in Tehran, who were justly demonstrating aeainst the imprisonment of 

the respected Islamic leader, Ayatollah Khomeini. 

The notorious SAVAK is the Shah's principal repressive force for sahotare which was 
formally established in 1956 with the direct assistance from the CIA and Israel. 

It is responsible for the direct persecution, constant surveillance and barbaric tor- 
ture of the Iranian citizens. 

In the past six years alone(from the time that the armed struggle was started in Iran), 
hundreds of Iranians have been killed under torturous conditions. The examples of some of 
the crimes which SAVAK is responsible for are as follows: 

Electric canes and probes, injection of convulsive drugs, the hot bed (electric coils 
and a frame), electric shock, ultra sound waves, extraction of finger nails, sexual abuse 
and countless other meaws of torture. Some people have mysteriously disappeared and have 
never showed up again, and some are arrested without any apparent reason, and have been sen- 
tenced to long-term confinement. From amongst them, is Ayatollah Taleghani, one of the most 
popular Moslem leaders to be imprisoned for more than 14 years intermittently since the coup 
of 1953« His present imprisonment is without any legal justification. 

We ask all freedom-lovers to condemn this inhuman act of the Shah. 

Even in the case of those people who are with a defined period of imprisonment, free- 
dom is a very rare phenomenon, and they are subjected to a constant and unknown period of 
agony in the jail. For example. Dr. Sheibani has been suffering in the jail for four years, 
while his actual term expired two years ago. Presently, there are about 800 political pri- 
soners in the jails with the similar situation. 

Let's unite in putting pressure on the regime of the Shah in support of oolitical pri- 
soners whose lives are endangered by the brutal regime of the Shah. 

The Iranian students, in their opposition to the Shah's barbaric regime, are facing 
all kinds of maltreatment and suppressive measures, not only in Iran, abroad too. This 
is with the active collaboration of the secret police of Iran (SAVAK) and the European and 
American police, (FBI, CIA), against the Iranian progressive opposition forces. 

Despite all this pressure and repressive measures on the Iranian people, the struggle 
against the fascist regime of the Shah will never stop, it rather aggravates the situation 
by speeding up the process of developing another Vietnam in Asia. 

We the Iranian Moslem Students are determined to render our resolute support to the 
movement of our people back home in Iran-until the realization of the just aspirations of 
the masses of the people. We are certain of. the solidarity of all progressive and concerned 
people of the entire world. 

In the same spirit, keeping in view the disasterous situation inside Iran, we plead to 
the humanist feeling of our friends here to join hands with us in our genuine stand against 
the fascist Shah.

And today, the Shah, the heir of all despots and 
exploiters of the history , is applying his fascistic rule whose inte- 
rests are interlocked with those of the imperialists headed by the U.S. 
The product of the people's labor, and their national resources are 
stolen, and abused in further deepening the gap between the bunch of 
exploiters and the majority of toiling people and also wasted in buy - 
ing terrible arms to violently silence the people's voices, while most 
of them can't provide their basic needs. The prisons are full of the - 
patriots and pavage torture is the general rule of the prisons. Each 
year, hundreds of progressive and revolutionary men and women are exe - 
cuted or "lost" bv the blood-thirsty Regime of Iran. 

In order to fortify his system, the Shah, in addition to his po- 
licy of oppression, tries actively to spread corruption, to inject reac- 
tionary thoughts and beliefs into the people's minds, and to destroy the 
progressive religious and national culture and traditions and all asDec- 
ts of their creativity and militancy .For instance, in order to justify 
his fascistic "one-party" system, and to fight against Islam— his most 
dangerous enemy — he imposes and introduces the pre-Islamic, ancient 
Kings,- i.e. the symbols of Aryan racism and, the symbols of expedition 
and exploitation, as being the symbols of "virtue" and "civilizedness" 
of the Iranian people, thereby reminding us of the Hitlerian "Superior 
Race", and even he goes on further to chancre the origin of the Iranian 
Calendar from the Prophet Mohammad's Hijrat (the emigration of the Pro- 
phet and his followers from Mecca to Medina) to the coronnation of Cyrus 
"the Great! " ,the founder of the anti-people "Persian Empire". 

Now, our people, being subject to the most inhuman conditions of 
life, continue their resistance against their enemies .Workers, peasants, 
revolutionary clergy, students, intellectuals, and all other oppressed 
classes and groups are waging ceaseless struggles in different forms and 
levels ranging from worker strikes to armed struggle. The Shah, taking ad- 
vantage of all organs of terror, such as Savak (his terrible secret pot 
lice), police, and army, tries to smash the people's struggle, but as time 
passes by, we get closer to the overthrow of the system of imperialist* and 
reactionary forces, and to the true, realistic "spring" and "No-Rooz". 
This coming "No-Rooz" promises us of the future "New days". 
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We, the members of the Organization of Iranian Moslem Students

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Condemn the"No-Rooz"of the Kings 
versus the "No - Rooz » of the People 

Today the Iranian people are suffering from one of the most brutal and most fascistic 
systems all over the world and throughout the history. The Shah, the well-known puppet of 
the U.S., at the head of the reactionary forces is extending his despotic rule in all as- 
pects of the people's life, and is abusing his power to waste the national resources "gene- 
rously!", to pillage the product of the toiling people's hard labor, to spread corrupt and 
reactionary culture, and to intensify the oppression. Our country being a rich one, from 
the natural resources point of view, is losing quickly its underground riches which are 
subject to the worst abuse and over-production. For example, the production of oil, the 
most important and best-known natural treasures, has been going up continuously in the last 
decade and has quadrupled during this time. This has made the oil companies, the Shah, 
his gang and his supporters richer and richer, while the vast majority of the DeoDle poorer 
and poorer. Thus, what the Shah's regime tries to claim as "the huge increase in national 
income", has nothing to do with the interests of our oppressed DeoDle. On the contrary, in 
parallel with the ever-increasing pillage of the oil reserves, the amount of money spent on 
sophisticated arms is rising up, the arms which are applied in maintaining the interests of 

ne imperialists, the arms whose fire is opened onto the Iranian people and other peonies 
of the Middle East. According to the report of U.S. Senate Foreign Relations Committee, more 
than $ 10.4 billion of American weapons have been poured into Iran since 1972. 

Last August, the Shah and Kissinger agreed on another $ 10 billion on arms to Iran 
by 1980. The price of military hardware purchased by Iran accounts for more than kOi of all 
U.S. arms sale. 

And all of this is done when the low income of the toiling people do not even meet 
their basic needs and most of them are suffering from poverty, hunger, illiteracy and kil- 
ling diseases. In addition, the ruling bureaucracy and diverse civil and military organs 
of the regime apply all kinds of pressure on these people, and political and social terror 
is so manifest that nobody can deny. The lowest voice of opposition is silenced by brutal 
violence, and those freedom-lovers and patriots who resist this situation are imprisoned. 

At the time being, there are about 100,000 political prisoners in Iran, under the most 
inhuman conditions and subject to the most terrible torture. Today even the Shah himself 
does not deny the existence of torture in Iran. According to the Amnesty International, 
Iran is one of the main countries in which the human rights are savagely violated. In the 
last three years, more than 200 progressive and revolutionary men and women have been exe- 
cuted and murdered in different ways; under torture, by firing squad, or in urban confron- 
tations. 

In spite of the efforts of the Shah's regime to cover the facts happening in Iran and 
to create "stability" and "tranquility" by all means of terror, oppression and propaganda, 
the people's resistance and struggle inside and outside the country never ceases. On the 
contrary, as time passes by, and the regime becomes more savaee, the struggle gets newer 
dimensions and continues in different forms and levels. All oppressed classes and grouos 
are waging the ceaseless struggle despite all terror and pressure: workers, peasants, stu- 
dents, revolutionary clergymen, intellectuals, artists, etc... never stop their fight and 
resistance. Armed struggle which started more than six years ago, is developing continuouslv. 
This struggle will continue until the overthrow of the Iranian regime. 

In parallel with the intensification of terror in Iran, the regime has extended its 
oppressive system outside the country in recent months, and taking advantage of the 
"friendly" collaboration of international butchers, has increased its pressure on the prog- 
ressive students and elements in foreign countries. For example, we can mention the common 
plot of the Iranian political police and the French police against the progressive Iranian 
students in Nov. ?6. The number of SAVAK spies is increasing abroad, and some of the methods 
applied against the opponents in Iran have also been tried outside Iran. Those who have 
watched C.B.S. network "sixty Minutes" program on Sunday, March 6th, have familiarized with 
some aspects of the regime's terror and oppression spreading all over the world. 
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In this situation, the Consulate of Iran, the headquarters of SAVAK here, abusine the 
people's national tradition of "No-Rooz", is celebrating the Persian new year, in the name 
of the Iranian people with whom it has no common interests and with the participation of 
the enemies of the people. 

We, the members of the Organization of Iranian Moslem Students, condemn the SAVAK' s 
party and demonstrate against it on Monday, March 21th. We ask all the freedom-lovers to 
support the Iranian people's struggle and condemn the Shah's regime by taking part in our 
demonstration.

"No country in the world has a worse record in human rights than Iran" 
(Amnesty International Press release, May l6, 1975). 

Iran today is under one of the most repressive regimes in the world. 
The Shah's dictatorship has for long denied all human and civil rights to 
the Iranian people. The Shah's puppet despotic rule, solely relying on mili- 
tary force and secret police, is fully supported by the U.S. imperialism. 

Since the overthrow of the nationalist-democratic government of Dr. 
Mossadegh by a CIA-directed military coup on August 19, 1953, the Shah's regime 
has been serving the political, economic and military interests of the U.S. 
imperialism. Such a policy could not have been pursued but through open rep- 
ression and, at the cost of the plight of the majority of the Iranian people. 
At the face of the people's militant opposition, especially revolutionary 
Moslems, to such an unpopular-undemocratic rule, the Shah's regime has resorted 
to utmost repression. 

SAVAK, the Shah's secret police, is a nearly 200,000-man organization 
which is answerable only to the Shah himself and uses all measures to sup- 
press opposition in Iran. Constant surveillance of people, house searching 
without warrant, arbitrary arrests, keeping prisoners incommunicado during 
indefinite interrogation periods and finally, constant torturing of political 
prisoners -both before and after the "trial" in military tribunals, are daily 
practices of SAVAK. Some methods of torture routinely used by SAVAK are: n The 
sustained flogging of the soles of the feet, extraction of fingers and toe 
nails, electric shock treatment to sexual organs and the thrusting of a broken 
bottle into the anus of the prisoners suspended by their wrists from a beam" 
London Sun Times). 

In recent years because of the rising militancy in the people's move- 
ment in general, and the initiation of armed struggle(1971)and its expansion 
ever since in particular, the Shah's repression has gone beyond conceivable 
bounds. Frequent executions by firing squad, torturing of political prisoners 
to death and nearly everyday-murdering of armed revolutionaries on the streets 
are just routine practice of SAVAK, hot to mention the creation of a general 
atmosphere of horror and distrust. In addition to its horrible repression in 
Iran, SAVAK has also extended its surveillance and harrassment operations to 
other countries. As admitted by the Shah himself in different occasions, SAVAK 
is operating inside the countries where there are Iranian students. 

One of the major characteristics of the Shah's regime Is its anti-Islamic 
nature. Iran is a Moslem country and Moslems have always been fighting against 
oppression and repression. Then, it is no wonder that Moslem revolutionaries, 
clergy and laiety, have been, on the one hand, a target of the Shah f s repres- 
sion, and, on the other, a target of continuous campaigns of demogogical dis- 
tortions. This anti-people and anti-Islamic regime has always tried, by means 
of its absolute control on the mass media, to depict Moslem, revolutionaries 
as "religious fanatics". Calling Moslem guerrillas "fanatic terrorists" and 
"Marxist-Islamic terrorists" is in full accord with the regime's demogogical 
and treacherous distortion of Islam's revolutionary and anti-oppression nature, 
as well as Moslems' anti-regime and anti-imperialist struggle. 
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The most recent conspiracy against Islam and Moslems has been the "conviction 
of 6 Moslems to death. Among the 6, Seied Mehdi Hashemi, is a known Moslem 
scholar with a long background of Islamic, anti-regime, anti-Zionist and anti- 
imperialist activities.

"No country in the world has a worse record in human rights than Iran "(Amnesty Inter- 
national press release, May 16, 1975) 

The all-out repression of the Iranian Deople by the dictatorial regime of the Shah 
has gone beyond conceivable bounds. Arbitrary mass arrests, continuous vicious physical 
and psychological torture, frequent oDen and secret executionsby firine squad and finally, 
nearly everyday murdering of armed revolutionaries on the streets are just routine practices 
of SAVAK's, Shah's notorious secret police. According to various international humanitarian 
organizations, the number of political prisoners in the Shah's jails ranges from 40,000 to 
100, 000 (Amnesty International and International Commission of Jurists). 

SAVAK's horrible repression further intensified by the untolerable pressures by the 
Shah's single party-"the National Resurgence Party"-depicts a very dark picture of the Ira- 
nian political scene. Presence of the CIA Middle East headquarters in Tehran (the capital 
city)and its active involvement in supporting the Shah's reactionary regime is another fac- 
tor of extreme repression (SAVAK was established by the CIA in 1956). Heavy military build 
up of the Shah's regime since 1972 has brought nearly 40,000 American military personnel 
to Iran. All these factors have directly increased the degree an d intensity of reression. 

Aside from repression, heavy and rapid military build up of the Shah's regime has 
major economic consequences. While on the one hand, oil is exploited at a very high rate 
and the Shah's regime receives more than $ 20 billion a year, on the other, oil money is 
channeled directly toward militarization of the repressive organs and the military apoara- 
tus(army, SAVAK, police, gendarmerie ). Such a trecherous policy has caused the over- 
whelming majority of the Iranian masses extreme poverty and economic deprivation. Running 
inflation, lack and scarcity of basic foodstuff is a daily fact of Iran today. 

The present state of the crisis-stricken economy is further deteriorating. While the 
Shah's regime has always been trying to suppress the Iranian people(as well as other peo- 
les in the area)to remain in power and serve the military, economic and political interests 
of the U.S., not only in Iran, but as well in the whole Persian Gulf area and the Middle 
East, the Iranian people's sole response has been militant opposition to the his puppet, 
undemocratic and hated rule. All walks of life(workers, peasants, students, intellectuals 
and Moslem leaders )are directly involved in the struggle against the Shah's punpet dicta- 
torial rule ana the U.S. involvement and domination. People's militancy has finally reached 
to the point of armed struggle (since early 1971). Now armed guerrillas are steadfastedly 
fighting against this military-fascist police state.

We take this occasion to briefly illustrate some facts about Iran, and 
the role played by the fasAst regime of the Shah In the region. 

The Middle East today, because of its Sensitive economic and poli- 
tical position, is under the vigilant attention of the International 
plundering imperialists under the hegemony: of theU.S. presently, every 
genuine move for the betterment of people in the region is under the 
staunch attacks of the local reactionaries as well as their imperialist 
masters. Thus .dreadful struggle between the revolution and the counter- 
revolution; people and anti-people, is a current phenomemon. 

Because of her rich natxiral resources, especially oil, and her stra- 
tegic poistion in the persian Gulf area, Iran has been of great Interest 
to world imperialism headed by the U.S. 

After the overthrow of the popular government of Dr. Kosadegh through 
an engineered and financed military coup by the C.I. A., In order to serve 
the interests of his imperialist masters who brought him back to power, 
the puppet Shah started to suppress any voices of opposition. Henceforth, 
SAVAK., the secret police of the Shah^was established in 195^ with full 
aid of the CIA and Israeli intelligence (MCSAD) 

In recent years because of the rising militancy in the people's 
movement in general, the beginning of armed struggle (1971) and its ex- 
pansion ever since, in particular, the Shah's repression has gone beyond 
conceivable bounds. Frequent executions by firing squads, torturing 
of political prisoners to death and nearly everyday murdering of armed 
revolutionaries on the streest arejust routine practices of SAVAh, not 
to mentlcn, the creation of a general atmosphere of horror and distrust. 

As Iran is a Moslem country, the role of Moslems, both clergy and laity, in the 
whole movement is of crucial importance. In fact, Iranian Moslems have always been at 
the forefront of the anti-regime anti-imperialist struggle. Since the oooular unrising o 
of the toiling masses in June 196 3 an d its subsequent brutal suppression by the Shah's a 
armed forces. Islamic movement in Iran has upsurged. The regime's response has been to 
treacherously distort the just struggle of Islam-as a revolutionary ideology-and to discre- 
dit revolutionary Moslem leaders and' fighters. Constant nerseeution of Ayatollah Khomeini, 
one of the highest Moslem leaders, and his ultimate exile to Iraq in 19^. is only one 
example (he has been in exile ever sine). 



Despite the annual $22 billion in oil revenues, the majority of 
Iranian people are living under the most deprived economic situations. 
Millions of Iranian tolling masses suffer from lack of basic food stuff 
( such as wheat, meat, rice, eg.ss, etc.), shelter, health, education, 
etc. Instead, every year, billions of dollars of the plundered oil 
money is channeled back into the pentagon and weapons industries. In 
return, all kinds of deadly sophisticated weapons, accompanied by tho- 
usands of American military advisors, are sent to Iran to run the mili- 
tary apparatus and keep Che puppet Shah on the throne. This arms build- 
up has two main goslss One is to make the fascist shah's regime capable 
enough to meet the internal revolutionary challenge, and the other is 
to make his regime the U.S. local and reglcrl watchdog in the persla* - 
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Gulf region and the whole Kiddle East area. 

The Invasion of Oman in 1973 oy Shah's troops was a part of his 
gendarme duty. The Cmani revolutionaries, aiming to liberate Oaan 
from the domination of British imperialism and the reactionary and 
puppet regime of Qaboos , were the real danger to local reactionaries 
And the Imperialists. The U.S. imperialist's, wounded from her dis- 
graced defeat in Vietnam, launched on a r.ew policy in cooperation with 
the British imperialists and the local reactionaries to suppress the 
struggle of the Cmani people ruthlessly. In the meantime, the reac- 
tionary army sent by the treacherous Shah has carried on a major initi- 
ative in suppression and does not even hesitate from committing any 
crimes. 

The dictatorial regime of the Shah is also in close relation with 
the 'Zionist state of Israel. For example, the high-rar.Klrg SAVAK agents 
are trained by Israeli secret service. In the six Day War of June 196/ 
and the October War in 1973. the Israeli Jet fighters were fueled in 
the Iranian Air Force base in the south of Iran. Also, since the trai- 
tor Sadat's sell-out to the U.S. in 1975. Iran has been supplyina; Israel 
with the same amount of oil which she previously extricated from Sina. 

The Zionist state of Israel, in her adverse years has always bren 
assisted by the imperialists and local reactionaries Hire the fascist 
Shah of Iran and Kin? Hussein of Jordan who butchered more than 20,000 
Palestinians in 1970. Now, when the dashing combatant palestiriars 
are In their last stronghold lr Lebonan, Imperialism with their 
boisterous stooges , reactionaries are rescuing the reactionary forces 
in Lebanan, With an extreme fierceness, their encroachment is meant 
to liquidate and to break up the the Palestinian resistance, which has 
been inspiring the contemporary movements of the Middle Eastern people 
along with the rest of the world, and their compatriots in Lebanan. 
At this Juncture, the combatant and brave people of Palestine are passing 
through one of their most sensitive periods in their struggle against 
assrresslon. Despite all pressures and impositions from the reac- 
tionaries, their brave resistance urder the leadership of P.L.C., is 
leaping forward to acheive their acclaimed rights. We have a con- 
firmed assurance that in spite of all these pressures; the struggling 
Palestinians will bear through this hard and lorg-wedged compalan 
victorious and proud.

MASSACRE in IRAN 

At the present time waves of extreme represseion is being waged against the 
Iranian people worse than ever before . The puppet dictatorial regime of the Shah 
has resorted to the most bloody and inhuman methods of terror and repression. Such a 
sudden esolation in the intensity of brutality and bloodshed by the Shah's security 
forces began with his return home from the U. S. visit on Nov. 15 andl6, 1977. 

While here, he was given a very warm welcome by the militant Iranian students,, 
and simultaneously, militant opposition picked up inside Iran. People's peaceful pro- 
test rallies hav« been brutally attacked by the police and Savak agents, leaving nany 
dead, injured and many more arrested. In all these attacks a new tactic has been 
used by the regime. Police and Savak agents in plain clothes , equipped with chains, 
brass- nuckles and clubs, have attacked people and beaten them viciously. The in- 
tention has been to portray these attackers as " supporters of the Shah" , and that 
the security forces have not ha£ any involvement in these clashes. 

On the eve of the " sacrifice" (one of the most respected Islamic celeberations), 
armed plainclothesmen attacked the crowd gathered to observe the occasion in an 
orchard near KARAJ, a small township near Tehran . Among the sever e ly injured were 
Mr. 14- AZARM and Mrs, HQMA NATBGH, two well known intellectuals. 

People's opposition to such vicious attacks continued and the government's 
brutal crack down became harsher and harsher. During the Carter visit to Tehran on 
theNew Year's Eve - various demonstrations in different parts of Tehran , the capital, 
were ruthlessly suppressed. J^nd interestingly enough, it was amid such bloody bru- 
talities that Carter lauded the Shah as ; " being deeply concerned about human rights 
and that in some aspects of human rights Iran has experienced considerable progress 
over, the last twenty years" (Washington post Jan. 11 th, 1978). 

Since then the center of people's opposition and the -government's brutality has 
mainly shifted to QOM , ninety miles south of Tehran and center of Islamic theological 
schools. On Nov. 30 th, on the occasion of the 1+0 th day of the sudden death »f AYAT - 
OLLAH MOSTAFA KHOMAINI, son of AYATOLLAH KHOMAHU, leader of the world's Shiite Moslems, 
police attacked people and beat them up with clubs. 

On Fri. Dec. 3rd , another meeting was held in a mosque to commemorate the deceased 
Moslem leader. Moslem preachers made strong speeches against the Carter demogogical 

human rights" campaign and the state of extreme repression in Iran . They also gave 
speeches in support of the political prisoners, the Palestinian movement and AYATOLLAH 
KHOMAINI; government - run news papers have recently esclated their treacherous and 
di8tortive propaganda against this revolutionary Moslem leader. People then left the 
mosque with clenched fists , shouting Islamic slogans including ALLAH - U- AKBAE( God 
is the greatest). On their vay to another theological school which had been closed down 
by the regime, police openei fire on them. 

Another. demonstration took place i the afternoon of the same day. While distorting 
the reality of these militant demonstra-. ions by Moslems in QOM, on the next day, the , 
government-controlled press intensified their shameless vicious attack on AYATOLLAH - 
KHOMAINI. In retaliation, theological scholars staged another demonstration in the 
afternoon of the same day which was attacked by police. In continuation of these demon- 
strations and after two days of public boycott and sit-in, a major demonstration took 
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place in Qom. While opposing the SHAH's puppet dictatorship , they demanded 
the return of AYATOLIAH KHOMAINI ,who has been in exile in Iraq, for 15 years. 

Police opened fire and many were killed, many more injured and hundreds arrested. 
According to international news media ( Montreal Star, radio of Canada, London B. B. C, 
New York Times, Washington Post, Le Monde ....), between hundred — two hundreds people 

have been killed. Lomond reported that ; 

'........ and. public massacre has been ordered ". The Iranian papers which always either 

keep silence or deny any casualties, have reported killings in QOM. This only shows 

the graveness of the clash. In protest to such a brutal and ruthless shooting , peopl 
have announced several days of public boycott in many cities. 

Such is the state of terror and repression in Iran now. It is a very natural con- 
sequence of the Carter's shamelessly demogogical campaign in " defence" of " human rights". 
It is what the Shah took back home from Washington . Innovation of the new tactic 
of using police and Savak agents in plain clothes in beating up people is also a present 
from Washington for the Iranian people. 

The Organization of Iranian Moslem Students condemns all these Brutal ac'.t of 
repression by the Shah's ruthless regime as well as the Carter treacherous " human rights" 
policy , and stages three Central demonstrations in HOUSTON - TEXAS, CHICAGO, MONTREAL- 
CANADA. We demand the freedom-loving people raise their voices against the 
Shah's tyrannical regime and the U. S. full - fledged support for the Shah.

Condemn Sadat's 
Traitorous Regime 

Brothers and Sisters: 

Accordinq to the U.S. news media, Anwar Sadat, the President of Egvnt, 
will be in the U.S. this weekend. He is making this trip at a time when 
his "peace negotiations" with the Zionist state of Israel has run into a 
deadlock. The brief resurgence of apparent militancy in Cairo is qaite 
obviously no remedy for the bankruptcy and futility of his "peace initia- 
tives", which began with his traitorous trip to Jerusalem nearly two months 
ago. His UDcoming visit to Washington has a two-fold objective: to seek 
advice from the pro-Zionist Carter Administration- to encourage the Carter 
Administration to break the deadlock bv pressuring Israel into making com- 
oromises'. This is a clear manifestation of his treacherous anti-Palestinian 
policy. His "peace seeking" trip to Jerusalem is in contradiction with the 
interests and aspirations of the Arab Muslim naonle in general and the 
Palestinian people in particular. Sadat has literally surrendered to the 
enerav. 

Sadat's record of selling out the Palestinian people to Zionist and U.S. 
imperialism has long been known. After the October War with Israel in 1973, 
Sadat began to show sions of a maior shift to U.S. imperialist policy which' 
was in the interests of the Egyptian bourgeois and U.S. capitalism. His 
policy of capitulation even more after concluding a unilateral peace treaty 
with Israel in the fall of 1975. Furthermore, the "non-belligerency" agree- 
ment between Sadat and Israel in 1975 was designed to isolate Fgyot, the 
strongest Arab force, and render the Arab front, and Palestinian resistance 
movement weak through the principle of "divide an d rule". Sadat traitorously 
fell in line with U.S. anti-Arab and anti-Palestinian policy. 

Sadat's reactionary policy was more deceitfully carried out during the 
civil war in Lebanon. While right-wing Lebanese Phalangists along with their 
Israeli confederates tried with diabolical fervor to destrov • all vestiges 
of Palestinian resistance, Sadat silentlv stood aside and refused to give 
much needed help. Yet , in spite of all the Zionist Imperialist plots and 
conspiracies, the lecherous support of local reactionary regimes such as 
Jordan Iran and Saudi Arabia and Syria reactionary act of military inter- 
vention, the Palestinian movement was not crushed. It survived and emerged 
from the ashes with greater strength and determination. The U.S. Zionist 
plot to weaken the Palestinian movement and then impose a U. S. -Israeli , 
settlement failed in utter frustration. The Palestinian resistance continued 
its struggle for the liberation of occupied Palestine despite full fledaed 
U.S. support for Israel and the cooperation of local reactionarv regimes 
particulars the Shah of Iran. Israel still faced the ever present ever' 
intensifying threat of the Palestinian people from within and without 
Reactionary Sadat, in desperation, totally surrendered. 

His much publicized "peace seeking" mission to Jerusalem came under 
violent attack and condemnation from th* Palestinian people and other Arab 
nations. Sadat's shameful trip to Israel was in effect his de facto recog- 
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nition of the Zionist enerav state aqainst which the Arab nation has been 
strugclinq for 30 consecutive years. It meant the recognition of a racist, 
expansionist, occupying force responsible for the displacement of 3 nil-lion 
Palestinians and Dosing a danqerous threat to the security of all Muslim 
oeoole in the area. 

In his desperate bid for a so-called oeace with Israel, Sadat is willina 
to barter with the fate of the Palestinian nation in order to obtain limited 
territorial concessions as in the Sinai lesert, yet the Israelis have demon- 
strated an even greater unwillinqness to compromise than Sadat had antici- 
pated. This turn of events, this deadloc 1 : in negotiations , has driven Sadat 
to the U.S.- for direct helo. Ironicallv, the U.S. is Israel's chief sur>- 
oorter and its ma-jor ally and Sadat is heading the U.S. to "nressure" Israel 
into a "conoromise'' . 

Sadat has alienated the Arab oeoole and staunch reoimes such as Libya who 
are diametrically onposed to compromises with the enemy. Sadat can only 
look for suooort from reactionary punnet reoines like Saudi Arabia, Jordan 
and Iran. The Shah of Iran's whole-hearted suonort for Sadat's policy is 
well in line with his own reoime's oolicv of full coooeration with Zionist 
Israel, which includes supolying 100 percent o* 7 Israel's oil needs. 

Sadat is tryino in vain to carrv out his inti-neonlp oolicv in soite o c 
the legitimate riqhts . asoirations , and just strugole of all Muslim neonle 
in the Middle East and Xorth Africa. Today , Muslims ^re militant!.'/ struaaling 
against oopressive. 3nti-Islamic reoimes all over the world from the 
Philliopines and Indonesia to Iran. Palestine and Fgypt. Muslims are firmly 
committed to the continuation of a relentless fight aqainst imperialist 
reaction and Zionism.

According to the U.S News media (N.Y. Times, S.B.C., ....), the Shah's armed forces 
have ruthlessly suppressed a popular demonstration by Moslems on Saturday February 13, 
1973, in Tabriz- the second largest city in Iran and 330 miles northwest of Tehran. a.Y. 
Times reported that at least 6 people have been killed and 125 injured. This demonstra- 
tion has been staged by Moslems protesting the brutal massacre in Qom early last month. 
This newspaper also reports of more demonstrations on Sunday, February 19,1978. The 
city is now under martial law and "armored cars and soldiers with machine guns patrolled 
ths citv " ( N.Y.Times, Feb. 21, 1978). 

Demonstrations in Tabriz is the continuation of fee Moslems' nationwide protests 
against the police brutal massacre and in commemoration of the recent matyrs in Qom. on 
January 11, I978. ( The recent demonstration in Qom was held, in retaliation and the 
just reply to the Shah's regime. The government-run newspapers have recently escla- 
ted their treacherous, distortive, shameless and vicious attacks and propaganda against 
AYAT0LLA3 JJHOHrai, leader of the world's Shiite Moslems.) Following the Killings in Qom 
several days of public boycott was announced in many cities and Moslem headers boycotted 
mosques and congregational prayers. Moslems' struggle has recently reached new oeaks and 
gained m uch momentum. One of the central demands of all the recent orotests and demonstra- 
tions has been the return of .yatollah Kho eini-hi.hest Moslem leader in Iran-from a 1 5 - 
year exile in Iraq. 

Mass killings in Qom and Tabriz are only part of a general wave of repression „hich 
is now being waged against, the Iranian people. The Shah-s puppet dictatorial regime, in 
its utmost desperation, has resorted to the most bloody and inhuman methods of terror and 
repression. Such a sudden escalation in the intensity of brutality and bloodshed began 
with his return home from the 0.3. visit in mid-November I977. 

While here, he was given a "warm welcome" by the militant Iranian students and 
simultaneously, militant opposition picked u V inside Iran.

During the Carter's 
visit to Tehran on the Uew Year's eve, various demonstrations in different parts of Tehxan 
were ruthlessly suppressed. And interestingly enough, it was amid such bloody brutalities 
that Carter lauded the Shah as "being deeply concerned about human rights and that in 
some aspects of human rights Iran has experienced considerable progress over the last 
twenty years " (, Washington Post, Jan, 11, 1978). It seems that from the Carter's point 
of view, massacres in Qom and Tabriz are obvious manifestations of such a "considerable 
progress"! 
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Such an intensification of ropression is only one facet of the present socio-poli- 
ticc— pconomic problems in Iran. Sconoraic deprivation and suffering of the majority of 
the people today is worse than ever before and, as a result of the Shah's treacherous 
and anti-people economic policies, it is increasing and becoming further entrenched. The 
Shah's "economic plans" have all failed and proven bankrupt and whole economy is now 
solely dependent on the oil revenues. 

Another factor which has significantly affected the rise of popular opposition has 
bsen the exposition of the hollowness of the regime's propaganda about the "restoration" 
of "civil and political rights" to the people, frequent open and brutal suppression of 
any form of opposition since the Shah's return from Washington and Carter's visit to Iran, 
has clearly exposed the real intentions behind the U.S. -Shah demogogical propaganda con- 
cerning "political liberalization" in Iran.

UNITE TO DEFEND POLITICAL PRISONERS IN IRAN

According to international news media, the repressive regime of the 
Shah of Iran has embarked on a massive wave of brutal mass murder and 
bloodshed. The Shah's fascist regime which is wholeheartedly supported 
by the U.S. government, lacks any popular support and stays in power only 
through the use of brute force. The Shah's only response to the people's 
militant opposition has always been one of extreme repression and stifling 
of any voice of opposition and all forms of struggle. In addition to age- 
old methods of repression; surveillance, harrassment, arrest, torture, 
execution and etc., the Shah's regime is now trying its hand in public 
massacres. Mass murders in Qum in early January, in Tabriz in mid Feb. 
and all over Iran in late March are examples of this new tactic of this 
hated regime. 

Since early last week, there have been huge militant demonstrations 
all over Iran. The Iranian Moslem people who are deeply aware of the rea- 
ctionary and anti-Islamic nature of the Shah ' s puppet regime have escalated 
their revolutionary struggle and shaken the Shah's dictatorial rule. 
Revolutionary Moslem leadership which has a followership of millions of 
people is fighting for the overthrow of the present corrupt and anti-Islamic 
regime and establishment of an Islamic government. Recent demonstrations 
have been staged in commemoration of the 40th day of the last massacre in 
late March.

The most bloody crackdown on Moslem demonstrators has occurred in Qum 
on Tuesday and Wednesday May 9 & 10th , and in Tehran on the following 
day. Associated Press reported from Tehran that "the soldiers opened fire 
after angry crowds, shouting"DOWN WITH THE SHAH", defied orders to halt 
and attempted to march from the city's ancient bazzar toward the national 
telecommunication center on Nasser-Khosrow avenue". (New York Times, May 
12, 1978). The toll has been so high that the government has refused to 
give any official estimate of casualties in Tehran. Scores of people 
have been killed in police shootings in Tabriz and at least 150 in Qum, 
many more have been injured. Until Thursday, demonstrations had spread 
to up to 33 cities and towns all over Iran. 

These popular demonstrations are the continuation of the Iranian 
Moslem people's strong opposition to the Shah's fascist regime^which has 
upsurged since early 1978. It shows the strong will and resolute determ- 
ination of a Moslem people in their struggle in the way of Islam against 
such a repressive, anti-Islcnic and U. S. -controlled regime. The Shah's 
regime, being utterly isolated and desperate, tries its hardest, to remain 
in power by force. 

All these mass killings are the very natural consequences of the 
Carter's "Human Rights" policy, his shameless full-fledged support of this 
hated regime and the U.S. deep involvement in Iran.

Early June 1963 marked the biggest popular uprisings in Iran in the last two deca- 
des, as well as the most brutal public massacre of the Iranian Moslem people by the Shah's 
fascist regime. The Iranian people, Moslem leadership in particular, were adamantly op-D- 
osed to the U.S. -planned-sponsored "reform package" which was initiated in early I963. 
These "reforms" -called " White Revolution " by the Shah-were supposed to stabilize the 
Shah s shaky throne, diffuse people's general discontent and, more importantly, prepare 
the Iranian society for further and more systematic U.S. socio-politico-economic penetr- 
ation. Thi3 treacherous plan faced widespread opposition in Iran. At the forefront of 
opposition were Moslem leaders, led by Ayatollah Khomeini,, who had recently ascended to 
the highest position of Moslem authority in Iran. 

As^a consequence of Ayatollah Khomeini's militant opposition to the regime and its 
"reform" program, people's movement picked up rapidly and threatened the Shah's throne. 
The regime's sole response was repressive backlash which still stirred further opposition. 
Ayatollah Khomeini was arrested in Qum in the early hours of June 4th, I963, and impris- 
oned in Tehran. Within several hours, hundreds of thousands of Moslems poured into the 
streets of Tehran, Qum and many other cities, shouting "long Live Khomeini" and "Down *ith 
the Dictator". Shah called the troops in to quell the massive nationwide uprising of 
Moslems. Over the course of 3 days of shooting, about 15.000 peoDle were killed in Iran, 
and the movement was brutally suppressed. Ayatollah Khomeini was exiled first to Turkey 
and to Iraq, where he has lived since. 

With all its ups and downs, the movement continued and has recently come to a new 
high pitch. Since early January I978 after the bloody massacre in Qum, center of Islamic 
theological schools, on Jan. 9th, Islamic -movement has upsurged and swept across Iran. 
Since then, Moslems have staged militant demonstrations on the 40th day of the previous 
massacre. Commemoration of the 40th day of Qum massacre turned into huge demonstration* 
in many cities, especially in Tabriz, whers people's uprising 'came to be only second to 
June I963 popular movement. The continuation of this new wave of popular struggle, led 
by the revolutionary Moslem leadership, was huge demonstrations in about 55 cities in late 
March, on the 40th day of Tabriz massacre, and demonstrations in 33 cities in early May, 
on the 40th day of the killings in late March. 

The sole response of the Shah's regime to such a militant popular movement which ^7~N 
for the overthrow of the Shah's puppet reactionary regime and establishment of an Islamic 
government, has been brutal suppression and bloodshed. At least I50 people were gunned 
down in Qum on May 11, 1978, when the Shah's troops opened fire on Moslem demonstrators. 
The Shah's regime which lacks any popular support, only in power due to the U.S. full 
support, is trying to stay in power only through desperate resort, to brute force and ut- 
most repression. 

All these mass killings are the very natural consequences of the Carter.'s "Human. 
Rights" policy, his shameless full-fledged support of this hated regime and the U.S. deep 
involvement in Iran. The Orgonization of Iranian Moslem Students will hold a massive demo- 
nstration in Washington, D.C on Monday, June, 5, in solidarity with the Islamic movement in 
Iran and further exposing the anti-people, anti-Islamic nature of the Shah's fascist regime. 
We ask all the freedom-loving people to raise their roices against such brutal massacres

STOP CONTINUOUS MASSACRES 

IN IRAN 

According to the latest news, the Shah's trooDS have forcibly suDDressed a major ud- 
rising by Moslems in Isfahan. The city was taken over by the array on Friday. Aug. 11. 1978, 
after 18 hours of militant anti-regime demonstrations. The regime has since installed a 
military governor, declared martial law for one month and imDosed dusk-to-dawn curfew in 
the city. Gatherings of more than 3 persons, including religious zatherings in mosques du- 
ring the current Moslem holy month of Ramadan, were banned. "(Los Aneeles Times, Aug. 12,78) 

Moslems have staged several demonstrations in several other cities. In Shiraz. demons- 
trations have continued for four consecutive days. According to 3. B.C. (Sunday, Aug. lfr, 78) 
three other cities have all been put under martial law, and demonstrations have spread to 
12 other cities across Iran. 

The Iranian government-controlled cress which usually denies any casualties in the 
clashes, have reported of 5 dead and more than 200 injured in Isfahan, and 3 dead and more 
than kO injured in Shiraz. Considering the degree of the movement's militancy and the retime ' 
brutality, it is a foregone conclusion that many Moslems have been murdered, injured and 
arrested at the hands of the Shah's U.S.-trained-equiDDed mercenary army. These latest oo- 
pular demonstrations come only 20 days after the Shah's trooDS attacked peoole's demonstra- 
tions in Mashad, religious stronghold of Moslems in northwest of Iran, and killed U0 oeonle, 
injured several scores and arrested more than 300(The London Times, Aug. 2, 78). PeoDle 
simultaneously staged similar demonstrations in 12 other cities which ended in clashee with 
the Shah's forces. 

The current upsurge of revolutionary Islamic struggle azainst the Shah's treacherous 
dictatorial regime and the U.S. imperialism aims at demolishing the Dresent monarchical 
dynasty and its replacement with an Islamic just government. 

The Islamic movement is fighting against the U.S. oolitical. economic and military 
domination in Iran, monarchical dictatorshiD, corruption and extreme social injustice. Its 
prime objective is to free the whole nation from the reactionary domination of internal 
and external reaction. Nationwide popular opposition of the Islamic movement arises from 
the very revolutionary nature of Islam, and the movement's just slogans and demands. 

The regime's extreme fear from the further expansion and deepening of the Islamic move- 
ment can be well witnessed from its simultaneous brutal suDDression of demonstrations and 
promising "European democracy"! The Shah's power which solely rests on the U.S. direct 
backing, military might and secret police operations, has been so shaken that he is hurried- 
ly making deraogogic Dromises he would not have even talked about them a month ago. But, at 
this stage of revolutionary struggle such hollow deceitful moves would not save the Shah's 
U.S. -backed monarchy from final destruction. 

The current wave of nationwide Donular demonstrations by Moslems is the continuation 
of the upsurge in the Deople's movement over the past 8 months. The revolutionary movement 
picked up since the Shah's visit to the U.S. in mid-Nov. 1977. The sudden mysterious death 
of AYATOLLAH MOSTAFA KHOMEINI, son of AYATOLLAH KHCMEINI-the revolutionary Moslem leader 
exiled to Iraq since 19^-ianited the rowderkeg in Iran. Memorial service on the ^Oth day 
of his death coincided with the regime's viciously slanderous attacks on Ayatollah Khomeini 
in the government-controlled press. Both of these gave rise to the UDrising of Moslems in 
Qum on Jan. 9th, 1978 which was forcibly put down, leaving nearly 100 oeoDle dead, many • 
more injured and arrested. This bloody massacre set the ground for a rapid unprecedented 
upsurge of revolutionary popular struggle which has spread all across Iran. 

The Wth of Qum uprising resulted in UDrising in Tabriz and several other cities. 
Tabriz was put down only after the Shah's brutal army besieged the city and tanks rolled 
on the streets. The death toll was well over lOOs* injured and arrested over 1000s. Bet- 
ween mid-February( Tabriz uprising)and early June(anniversar:r of June 1963 nationwide UD- 
rising), there occurred two more rounds of widespread militant demonstrations by Moslems 
which inflicted heavy physical and financial damages upon the Shah's regime and foreign- 
related institutions, mainly American. These demonstrations were brutally supDressed by the 
Shah's forces at the cost of 100s of lives, many more injured and arrested. 

This year's anniversary of June 1963 nationwide uprisins and its subsequent bloody 
suppression by the Shah's troops could turn into a major showdown between oeoole and the 
regime's military mieht. To avoid such a clash and a highly Drobable nationwide bloodshed, 
the Islamic movement urged the neople to observe this historical day through general strike 
and business shutdown. Ayatollah Khomeini's timely statement, like his other tracts issued 
frequently, played a very crucial role in guidin? the oeoole' 3 proper move in the struggle. 
In his statement, he recommended Moslems to use Islamic celebrations and occasions to fur- 
ther expose the nature and policies of the regime, and continue fighting until the Shah's 
regime is overthrown. 
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The current situation in Iran is very critical. The people's movement, led by the 
Islamic movement, is making great advances towards its final victory; overthrowing the 
Shah's regime. The regime is trying its hardest to suppress the ever-strengthening move- 
ment, not only by sheer military might and open bloodshed, but as well through the use of 
extensive vicious propaganda campaign to discredit Islam and Moslems. Now it is the great 
duty of all freedom-loving and democratic-minded people to condemn the Shah's mass killines 
and all-out repression against the Iranian peoole. The American press, of course for obvious 
reasons, are directly collaborating with the Shah's regime in its efforts to misreDresent 
and discredit Moslems. In order to safeguard its huge economic, oolitical and military inte- 
rests in Iran and the whole Middle East area, the O.S. government does not want Americans 
to know how deplorable the real situation in Iran is. 

We, the Organization of Iranian Moslem Students, in response to our responsibility 
to support the recent Moslem uprising in Iran, will have a 7-day hunger strike starting 
Aug. 16, 1978, in Washington D.C. We ask all the freedom-loving and progressive-minded 
people and forces to raise their voices in support of the just struggle of the Iranian Mos- 
lem people and against the Shah's repressive regime.

Clarification of some points concerning the unfounded allegations 

being currently made against the Islamic movement and Moslem leaders in 

Firstly . 

Iran is in point, no Moslem in general, and no Moslem leader in particu- 
lar, believes that people should be burned because of going to movies 
during the fasting month( Ramadan ) . Accusing Moslems of harboring such reac- 
tionary ideas is clearly a dirty conspiracy and the worst kind of slander. 
We, the Organization of Iranian Moslem Students(O.I.M.S. ) , are more than 
ready to testify that Islam, both ideologically and politically, is against 
such backward absurd ideas and practices. 

Secondly, contrary to the allegations of the Shah's regime, Moslem 
leaders and the Iranian Moslem people have explicitly voiced their resent- 
ment towards such vicious bloody acts. 

Thirdly, v/e vehemently object to the U.S. news media's highly pre- 
judicial and one-sided coverage of the incident; solely reflecting the 
views of the Shah's regime without the least reference to the views of the 
Islamic movement and Moslem leaders. 

Concerning the tactics used in the course of popular demonstrations, 
it is true that Moslems have attacked and/or burned government-related 
property and imperialist-Zionist-related institutions( banks, cinemas, 
cabarets, headquarters of the Shah's single party, luxury hotels, liqour 

stores, ). But, in all these acts, timing has always been of crucial 

importance in attacking the target. A target is attacked at a time when 
there is the least possibility of loss of lives.

REGIME'S PLOT, 377 KILLED 

According to the U.S. news media this afternoon, a movie theatre in Abadan, 
Iran, has been set on fire in which 377 people have been burned to death. 
The Iranian government has alleged that "Moslem fanatics" are responsible 
for the fire. 

Clarification of some points concerning the unfounded allegations being 
currently made against the Islamic movement and Moslem leaders in Iran is in 
point. Firstly, do Moslem in general, and no Moslem leader in particular, 
believes that people should be burjiea because of going to movies during the 
fasting nonth(Ramadan) . Accusing Moslems of harboring such reactionary ideas 
is clearly a dirty conspiracy and the worst kind of slander. i?e, the Organi- 
zation of Iranian Moslem Students(0.I.M.3. ) , are more than ready to testify 
that Islam, both ideologically and politically, is against such backward 
absurd ideas and practices. 

Secondly, contrary to the allegations of the Shah's regime, Moslem lea- 
ders ana the Iranian Moslem people have explicitly voiced their resentment 
towards such vicious bloody acts.

The islamic movement, contrary to the vicious distortive propaganda 
campaign of the Shah's regime, is not involved in massacre of innocent peo- 
ple, instead it is committed to the overthrow of the regime. Its prime objec- 
tive is to free the whole nation from the present corrupt monarchical system 
and the U.S. domination, and to establish an Islamic just government.

Slewing off EID-UL-FITR 

Brothers and Sisters: 

The Organization of Iranian Moslem Students wishes the blessing of Eid Ul 
-Fitr to all Moslems all over the world, especially those involved in the struggle 
against internal reaction in Moslem countries, international Zionism and world 
imperialism. We take this very opportune occasion to illustrate some facts 
about Iran. 

Since the bloody massacre in early Jan, 1973 in Qum-center of Islamic theo- 
logical school ,5 -the Islamic movement Has upsurged and swept across Iran. Mosl- 
ems have since staged militant demonstrations on the 40th day of the previous kill- 
ings. Commemoration of the 40th day of Qum massacre turned into huge demonst- 
rations in many cities, especially in Tabriz, where the people's uprising was quel- 
led only after the Shah' s army tookoverthe city. Hundreds were killed and injured^ 
more than a thousand arrested. 

In continuation of this new wave of popular struggle, led by the revolutionary 
Moslem leadership, Moslems staged huge demonstrations in 55 cities in late March 
and in 33 cities 40 days later, early May. Ail of these demonstrations have been put 
down forcibly; leaving many dead, injured and arrested. On May 11th, in Qum, at- 
least 150 people were gunned down when the Shah' s troops opened fire on Moslem dem- 
onstrators . 

After a tactical brief relative calm, nationwide demonstrations reappeared arouncj 
July 20th. Moslems demonstrated in 13 cities, attacked and burned governme- 
nt-related property, baijks, headquarters of the Shah's single party, movie theaters, 
liquor stores, luxury hotels,... and clashed with police. Mashhad, another center 
of Islamic theological schools, was turned into a bloodbath when the Shah' s troops 
art acked people; heiicopteks poured tear gas from the air and ground troops started 
shooting. This wave of nationwide protests continued until it came to a climax in Isfahan. 

The Moslems uprising in Isfahan started on Aug. 10th, and continued for 18 hours; 
where heavy damage was inflicted on the regime.. This major uprising was the conti- 
nuation of sporadic demonstrations sparked about 2 weeks earlier by the return from 
exile of one of the Moslem leaders (Ayatollah Taheri). Many armed Moslems clashed 
with the Shah's security forces. On Aug. 11th, the city was taken over by the army, a 
military governor was installed, martial law declared for one month and dusk - to - 
dawn curfew imposed on the city. All gatherings involving more than 3 persons, incl- 
uding religious gatherings in mosques during the holy month of Ramadan, were banned. 

Moslems held similar militant demonstrations in about 12 other cities, of which 3 
were also put under martial law. Demonstrations In Shiraz continued for four consec- 
utive days. The Shah's regime was forced to canceithis year'.s "Art festival "^held 
in Shiraz every year. Moslems have always opposed this "Art" festival because of its 
reactionary, corrupt and anti-Islamic nature and content of its programs. In the cou- 
rse of these clashes between the people and the Shah's security forces, many people 
were killed, injured and arrested. The Iranian government-controlled press have rep- 
orted only about 10 dead and more than 240 injured; the deaths figure, as in the case oi 
previous killings, must have been much higher. 

"While the Islamic movement is on the rise; expanding rapidly and gaining momen- 
tum at an unprecedented pace, the Shah's hated regime is becomming more and more 
desperate. It' s resort to brute force and open bloodshed during the past 8 months clea- 
rly shows such an extreme political desperation. It is also a crystal clear natural con- 
sequence of the Carter's "human rights" policy , his shameless full-fledged support of 
the Shah's hated regime and the U.S. deep involvement in Iran. 

In addition to brutal suppression of the Islamic movement by bloody means, the Snah' s 
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regime is also trying its hardest to discredit and denounce Isiam, movement and Mos- 
lem leaders througn viciously slanderous propaganda campaign. The latest of the regi- 
me' s conspiracies against Moslems was setting a packed movie theater on fire and 
burning of 377 innocent people to death. The real intention behind this shamelessly bru- 
tal and inhumman act, especially daring Ramadan, are quite clear; to whip up public 
sentiment against the movement and the Moslem leaders. The regime intends to use this 
incide.it as a preclude to and justification for its on-eoine all -out repression against 
Moslems. 

The Shah' s reactionary and anti-Islamic regime is also the closest ally of the Zion- 
ist state of Israel. The close relationship between the Shah' s regime and the Zionist 
enemy includes all aspects; economic, political, mititary and surveillance. The Shah 
along with his reactionary counterparts ; King Hussein of Jordan, Sadat, King Khaled 
and King Hassan of Morocco and a host of others, are staunch enemies of the Palestinian 
revolution and hard-core supports of Israel, although they pretend otherwise. Their con- 
certed efforts aim at breaking up of the Palestinian resistance. In spite of ail plots and 
conspiracies by the imperialists and local reactionaries, the Palestinian resistance , 
under the leadership. of P.L.O.,is heroically fighting for its land and national rights. 

The Shah' s regime's reactionary involvement in the national affairs of other people 
goes far beyond the confines of the Middle East. This U.S. -backed regime is directly 
assisting the racist regimes in South Africa and Rhodesia; economically by oil and mill-' 
tarily by weapons and information. It only suffices to say that the Shah's regime is inv- 
olved wherever anJ whenever the U.S. interests proper are at stake; be it in any continent. 

Today, Moslems are militantly struggling against oppressive anti-Islamic regimes 
all over the world, from Philiipine and Indonesia to Iran, Palestine, South Lebanonand 
Egypt. Moslems are firmly committed to the continuation of a relentless fight against 
imperialism, Zionism and reaction;- in all its colors and shades. Reactionary anti-Isla- 
mic regimes such those in Iran, Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Pakistan, ... are doomed to utter 
destruction.. 

True Moslems have always been fighting for the establishment of just Islamic gove- 
rnment; the only coTnplete socio-politico-economic system based on the laws of ALLAH. 
This continuous fisjht has been directed against the enemies of hummanity and usurpers 
of human right's ; it has baen a struggle against Kafirs, Moshreks and Monafeghs. True 
Moslems have never hesitated exposing the real reactionary and truely anti-Islamic 
nature of "Islamic" governments of Saudi Arabia, Iran , Pakistan,... etc. We are certain 
that final victory belongs to us; the Quran clearly states:

Flood Of Blood In Tehran 



According to the latest News (Radio Iran and U.P.I), the regime of the Shah of Iran 
has declared martial lav. in 12 Iranian cities; Tehran, Qum , Tabriz, I sfahan, Jahrom, 
Mashad, Shiraz, Ahvaz, Abadan , Kazeroun, Karaj , and Qazvin.The state of martial !aw- 
practically meaning military take over from civil administration -effective as of Fri. 
Sept. 8th 1978 has been declared for six months. 

Dusk-to-dawn curfew (9P.M. to 5A.M.) has also been imposed in all these 12 cities. 
In addition, all gatherings involving more than 3 persons have been banned. Me (O.I. M.S.) 
have been informed fnmlran that the Shah's troops openned machine gun fire on anti - 
regime demonstrators in" Tehran just several hours after the declaration of martial lav.; 
killing at least 7 people 

These repressive measures come in the wake of huge anti-regime demonstrations 
across Iran; indicating the obvious political desperation of the regime in fac : ng the 
militant challenge of the revolutionary Islamic movement. Before martial law v as 
declared, militant demonstration of 300,000 people in Mashad and 180,003 in Shiraz were 
reported to have taken place. In Tehran, according to Kayhan-semi official daily-1000,000 
people marched through the streets shouting "DOWN WITH THE SHAH". 

These huge popular demonstrations are the. continuation of the nationwide demons- 
trations sweeping across Iran since 2 weeks ago when the Shah appointed a new premier. 
The change of cabinet which was supposed to stem dovm the ever-itrengthetUng wide- 
spread wave of nationwide anti-regime protest marches and rallies by moslems, back- 
fired. These cosmetic meaningless changes not onl^ r did not defeat the movement into 
quiescence , instead it further aggravated the situation against the regime. 

"Legalization" of political parties, scrapping of so ca'led monarchical calender 
imposed by the Shah two ^ears ago-for the Islamic calender (SOLAR HIGRY), "relaxa- 
tion" of press censorship, "closin°;" of gambling houses and casinos througho at Iran, 
and several other miniscule demoe;ogic moves by the Shah's reeime , came onW 8 davs 
after the regime treacherously set a movie theatre ablaze in Abadan and blamed it on 

"Moslem extremists" . Eight days of continuous citywide anti-regime demonstrations by. 

bereaved Abadani people clearly showed the peguTe's deep awareness of the regime's 
barbaric and criminal act. to quell the people's uprising in Abadan the Shah's troops 
moved into the citv and imposed martial law. 

In sympathy with and support for the Abadani people, and inopen defiance to the 
Shah 1 s desperate resort, through deceitful manoeuvre, moslems staged huge militant 
demonstrations in many Iranian cities; calling for the overthrow of the regime and 
establishment of an Islamic just government. Iranian government-controlled press last 
week reported of 11 death and hundreds of injuries and arrests in Mashad when the Shah's 
troops openned fire into the demonstrators. The U.S. press reported onThuseda" Sept. 
5th, 1978 that another 8 persons were killed in four Iranian cities on Mondav, Sept. 4th, 
as troops opened fire into the people demonstrations. 

Imposition of martial law and other related repressive measures clearly show ex- 
treme political desperations of the Shah's U.S. -backed regime at the face of the rising 



militant Islamic movement in Iran. Adoption of such measures at this moment when the 
regime has embarked on an extensive propaganda campaign about "political libera- 
lization" and "demacracy", and si multaneo is intensification of the Islamic popular 
struggle, point to the shaky position of the Shah's hated DUDDet regime. We as kail the 
freedom-loving and demactratic -minded people to raise their voices against the Shah's 
tyrannical regime and the U.S. support for it. We ask all progressive elements and 
forces to oppose and condemn the brutality of the Shah's reg me and the U.S. deep 
involvement in Iran.

Expose the CIA - Lex. Court 
Plot Against the 11 

In the course of three days, September 26-28, Lexington Court "tried and sentenced" 
8 Iranian students and three (3) of their American sympathizers to maximum charges for 
their exposing activities during a speech by Admiral Turner, the CIA director, delivered 
here earlier in the year. The Court has "sentenced" all the 11 to pay $250 of fine, 5 
to 90 days of imprisonment, 2 to 60 days, and another 3 to l& days. This is an obvious 
plot by the CIA to exert pressure on progressive and militant Iranian students. 

The depth of the CIA's plot is more revealed by the fact that the prosecutor has 
told the defendants' attorney that if they plead guilty, they would only have to pay $10 
fine in cash and the Court's expenses. As the defendants do not consider themselves guil- 
ty, the Court, under the CIA pressure, has decided to "sentence" them to maximum charges. 

This crystal clear conspiracy by the CIA comes after its plot in coordination with 
the Immigration Office in Louisville, Kentucky, thanks to our extensive exposing activi- 
ties, failed to bear pressure on Iranian students under the guise of "academic suspen- 
sion". Now that they have not succeeded in their plot in Louisville, the CIA has deci- 
ded to exert pressure on Iranian students through the Court, 

Such a dirty conspiracy against the Iranian student movement is not the first in its 
kind, but the timing is the more important. Now that the rising revolutionary Islamic 
movement in Iran has shaken the Shah's repressive U.S. -backed regime, and has deeply em-' 
barrassed the U.S. government and the establishment, the CIA has resorted to such a reac- 
tionary manoeuvre. 

Now that the Iranian Moslem people are fighting, more than ever before, to overthrow 
the Shah's puppet regime, and Iranian students should be busy exposing the Shah's massa<- 
cres and the U.S. treacherous involvement in Iran, the CIA is trying through the Court to 
blow a strike against the movement. It has always been the consistent policy of the CIA 
and similar organizations to bear pressure on militant Iranian students and suppress the 
Iranian news. The U.S. government and the establishment have always tried their best to 
keep the American public opinion ignorant about the critical situation in Iran, or at- 
least viciously distort them-as can be well witnessed in the case of the recent unprece- 
dented upsurge in the Islamic movement in Iran and the mass killing by the Shah's U.S.- 
trained-equipped troops. 

Apart from the task of organizing Iranian students, the "Iranian student movement has 
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the grave responsibility of exposing the Shah's reactionary and puppet regime, the U.S. 
imperialism and their conspiracies against the Iranian Moslem people, and inform the Ame- 
rinan public opinion of the real situation in Iran. Our student movement will try its 
hardest to fulfill its commitments in spite of all reactionary plots by the CIA and simi- 
lar organizations. 

In order to defend the 11 defendants in this case and expose the CIA's obvious con- 
spiracy, the Organization of Iranian Moslem Students, in addition to other activities, 
will hold a four-day hunger strike in Lexinton, Kentucky, stairting Tuesday^ October 3,1978, 
and Demonstration on Thursday, Oct, 5th. 78. The last day of our hunger strike will coin- 
cide with the Court's hearing. on the defendants' appeal, when there will be a picketing 
in front of the Court House,

This film had been shot on the scene and later- 
smuggled out of the country. It covers part of 
the Moslems' huge popular demonstrations 
on September 4 and 7, 1978, and the tragic 
scenes of the dead and the wounded in 
Tehran's main public cemetary following the 
mass killings of several thousands of innocent 
people by Shah's troops on Friday, Septem- 
ber 8, 1978 (Bloody Friday). It also partly 
covers the Moslem's demonstrations at the 
cemetary and burial of the dead. 

This 50-minute documentary film not only 
shows the extreme brutality of the Shah's 
desperate regime, but manifests as well the 
huge scale of our people's uprising and their 
militant opposition to the present monarchical 
regime. And more important, it clearly docu- 
ments the truly revolutionary nature of our 
people's Islamic movement. 
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A Word on the Islamic Movement in Iran. 

Recently, political developments in Iran have taken an unprecedented 
rapid pace. General opposition to the Shah's US-backed repressive regime 
has evolved into a nationwide militant struggle by Moslems— over 95% of 
Iran's 36 million people. Moslems' popular struggle entered its new phase 
after the bloody massacre in Qum (center of Islamic theological schools) 
on January 9, 1978. It has since spread all across Iran and gained momen- 
tum to the point that it has effectively shaken the Shah's dictatorial rule. 

The Shah's sole response to such a strong challenge has been open 
bloodshed and intensification of repression in different forms. The des- 
perate regime has also unleashed an intensive campaign of distortion 
against the Islamic movement and Modern leaders. The US mass media, 
which is content with faithful reproduction of the Shah's official propa- 
ganda, has played an important role in deliberately misrepresenting the 
truly revolutionary nature of our people's Islamic movement and its 
humane ideals. 

While the Islamic movement in Iran is struggling for independence, 
freedom, and the establishment of an Islamic government based on 
social justice and equality, it is depicted as "anti-modernization, anti- 
women, backward, fanatic, feudalists . . . ." Instead, the Shah and his 
extremely corrupt and unpopular regime are hailed as "promoter(s) of 
modernization, progress and democracy". 

Such slanderous labels are used against our Moslem people's move- 
ment because it is heading for a unique social revolution which aims at 
liberating the whole society from dictatorship, social injustice and foreign 
domination. The current propaganda campaign in the US mass media 
aims at keeping the American people ignorant about the real situation in 
Iran, distorting the just cause and humane ideals of our Islamic movement, 
justifying the US all-out support for theShah and, finally, psychologically 
preparing the American people for whatever direct action the US may 
take to save Shah's shaky throne. 

A Brief Note on the Film. 

This unusually militant, shockingly tragic and unique factual film is 
the true picture of the Islamic movement of the Iranian Moslem people. 
It shows the procession of the political and idelogical struggle of hundreds 
of thousands of Moslems who present their most formidable challenge 
to the Shah's despotic monarchical regime. It lays the sheer truth of the 
struggle of a whole nation right in front of the astonished eyes of the 
audience. It heralds the gradual building up of a gigantic nationwide 
explosion— an explosion in the form of a unique social revolution. 

A high degree of organization and coordination, unity in ideology 
and socio-cultural identity of the people, and unity in the ideals of the 
movement are the major characteristics of these huge popular demonstra- 
tions. Militancy of the demonstrators at the face of machine gun-toting 
troops is highly indicative of their deep belief in the ideology and reso- 
lute commitment to the establishment of the Islamic government. 

General strike and protest marches in Tehran on Monday, September 
4, 1978, was the biggest show of force by Moslems until then. It was 
followed by a still bigger popular demonstration and general strike on 
Thursday, September 7. Different sources have put the figure for Mon- 
day's demostration close to one million, and over a million for Thursday's

demonstration. Similar peaceful demonstrations and protest marches 
were simultaneously held all over Iran on both days. 

Protest marches in Tehran on September 4 were started from north 
of the capital after tens of thousands of Moslem men and women per- 
formed congregational prayers in an open area. Apart from being an 
Islamic duty, it was meant to clearly declare to the whole world the 
ideological nature of the people's movement. Later in the day other con- 
gregational prayers were performed along two main streets. Lines of 
participants were several kilometers long. 

The huge crowd then unfolded numerous banners and posters and 
marched towards the center and south of the capital, chanting revolu- 
tionary Islamic and anti-regime slogans. Size and militancy of the protest 
march steadily grew as more people joined the demonstration. It con- 
tinued for 12 hours. People marched all through the main streets of 
Tehran— lined with thousands of armored vehicles and troops in full 
fighting gear. The sizable military contingent of the Shah's troops were 
easily overshadowed by the massive size of the demonstation. 

JVUia-slogans and banners were: "Independence, Freedom, Islamic 
Government"; "Down with the Shah, Down with Monarchy, Down with 
the Pahlavi Dynasty"; "Long Live Khomeini; Khomeini Is Our Leader; 
We Want the Establishment of an Islamic Government Led by Khomeini; 
Death or Khomeini"; "The Only Way to Victory Is Armed Struggle; The 
Only Way to Victory Is the Way of Mujahideen" (Organization of the 
Iranian People's Mujahideen (Combatants)-lslamic guerrilla organization 
active since 1970); "We Follow Qur'an; We Do Not Want Monarchy; 
God Is the Greatest; There Is No God but Allah"; "We Demand Release 
of the Political Prisoners"; "Long Live Shariati"; "Palestine, Our Heroic 
Brother"; "Shah of Iran Is Carter's Servant"; "Moslem People Take Up 
Arms"; "Long Live the Memory of the Martyrs of the Organization of 
the Iranian People's Mujahideen"; "The Movement Will Continue Until 
the Death of the Traitorous Shah" . . ., and many other Islamic and poli- 
tical slogans. 

To invite the soldiers to the side of the Islamic movement, demon- 
strators showered troops with flowers and chanted, "Brother soldier, 
why do you kill your Moslem brothers?" "Soldier, you are innocent, 
your commander (Shah) is traitor (butcher)." They openly called upon 
the troops to turn their guns against the regime. This revolutionary 
tactic not only overwhelmed troops, but resulted in cases of desertion 
and disobedience as well. 

Demonstrators also carried numerous posters of the late Dr. Ali 
Shariati, revolutionary Moslem thinker and ideologue who mysteriously 
died in England in June, 1977. His theoretical works on Islam have been 
of major importance in raising the ideological and political level of the 
people's (Moslem youth, in particular) Islamic consciousness. 

One of the outstanding aspects of this popular demonstation was 
the sizable participation of Moslem women (in Islamic veil), which was 
a clear and strong rebuff to the Shah's reactionary propaganda and those 
who accuse Islam and Moslems of harboring "anti-women" tendencies. 
Moslem women joined thier militant brothers to prove to the whole 
world that they are deeply aware of their revolutionary ideology and are 
ready to fight for its cause. 

At the end of the day in one of the squares in south Tehran, one of 
the militant Moslem leaders made a speech and called for general strike 
and protest march on Thursday, September 7. 
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Protest marches in Tehran on Thursday started from four different 
points. It was clearly a bigger show of force by Moslems. Demonstra- 
tors carried thousands of banners and posters similar to those on Monday. 
Since the size of the protest march was much bigger on this day, it was 
more militant and more slogans were chanted by. demonstators. This 
huge protest march lasted nearly 12 hours, ending at 7:30 p.m. It was 
then agreed that people would again gather at the four specified places 
the next morning at 7:30 a.m. 

These two massive shows of force and popularity by the Moslems 
scared the regime to the point that it desperately resorted to the imposi- 
tion pf martial law for six months in Tehran and 11 other cities— effec- 
tive 5:00 a.m., Friday, September 8. Beginning in the very early hours of 
of the day, thousands of men, women and children gathered in Djaleh 
Square (renamed Martyrs Square after the massacre) with the same banners 
as in the past two demonstrations. Then they sat on the street. Troops 
had already besieged the whole area, with helicopters hovering around in 
the air. When people defied orders to disperse, troops and helicopters 
opened fire directly into the sitting crowd. Indiscriminate shooting was 
continued for several hours. Sproadic shootings continued into the night 
and later over the weekend. Similar mass killings, though on a smaller 
scale, were also carried out by the Shah's troops in several other cities. 

This brutal massacre of peaceful demonstrators took the lives of about 
5,000 innocent men, women and children. It clearly. showed the despotic 
bloody nature of the regime, bent on use of brute force as the only effec- 
tive way of remaining in power. 

Following this bloody massacre, Moslems staged a huge militant 
demonstation in Behesht-Zahra, Tehran's main public cemetary. This 
demonstation was characterized with the people's feelings of deep hatred 
and raging fury. Such a fury can be well witnessed from the slogan, "Say, 
Death to the Shah," chanted in angrily insistent and bitter voices. 

Scenes from the cemetary— rows of empty graves, torn-apart bodies, 
wailing men and women— only partly reflect the degree of the suffering 
and tragic consequences of the regime's massive bloodshed. In a scene, the 
number 2963 can be clearly read on the white sheet covering the body of 
a victim. It only shows the number of the casualties counted up until that 
point. It is the best document refuting the ridiculous figures of the Shah's 
regime, claiming that only 97 people had been killed in the massacre. 

This documentary film is the only existing factual account of the 
Moslems' huge protest marches and the regime's openly dictatorial nature. 
It shows how the US military support of the Shah is shedding Iranian 
Moslem people's blood. 

It clearly manifests the strength of the Islamic movement, its popular- 
ity and its revolutionary nature. It refutes all the reactionary attacks 
directed by our colorful enemies against Islam, the Islamic movement 
and revolutionary Moslem leaders. 

We hope that this film will help to bring the really deplorable situa- 
tion in Iran to the attention of the American public, and that it will re- 
mind all concerned people of their grave human responsibility in opposing 
the Shah's puppet repressive regime and the US's wholehearted support 
for the Shah and involvement in Iran.

The Sep.8 th f 1978 Mass Killings in TEHRAN , IRAN 

(Bloody Friday) 

Nowadays Iran is one of the hot spots in the world. Frequent coverage of the 
political situation in Iran, in the U.S. mass media, though in a highly biased 
and distortive manner, only serves as an indication of the real situation in Iran. 
The Shah's utterly repressive and unpopular regime which is in power solely be- 
cause of the U.S. direct support, has resorted to open repression and massive 
bloodshed. The rise of revolutionary Islamic movement not only has effectively 
shaken the Shah's regime.but has deeply embarrassed the U.S. Government and 

establishment. Huge popular demonstrations by the Iranian Moslem people which 
started in early January 1978, now has gained unprecedented momentum and spread 
all across Iran. 

Following widespread demonstrations all over Iran during the fasting month 
(Ramadan) , which were all put to blood by the Shah's security forces, Moslems stag- 
ed a hugs general strike in Tehran on September 4th, in which over half a million 
people participated. Another major show of force by Moslems took place on thurs- 
day, September 7th. Over one million people took to the streets with thousands of 
banners and posters, openly calling for the overthrow of the Shah's monarchical 
regime and establishment of an Islamic popular government. 

The Shah's regime desperately resorted to the imposition of martial law in 
Tehran and eleven other cities. Moslems defied the order and staged a peaceful 
demonstration on the very first day of martial law. On Friday Sep. 8th, Shah's 
troops opened fire directly into the crowd and massacred several thousand 
innocent people in Tehran and several other cities. Widespread militant demons- 
trations and massive opposition to the Shah's U.S. -backed regime has since 
continued and intensified. 

The U.S. Government which fully supports this reactionary and anti-Islamic 
regime in order to secure it's hiure economic (Political and military interests 
in Iran and the Middle East, has openly endorsed and supported such a massive 
bloodshed. Jimmy Carter personally called the Shah on Sep. 10th, and expressed 
the U.S. solid support for his shaky regime. Along with this all-out official 
direct support, the U.S. mass media are trying to portray the Shah as "Progressive 
and Modernizer",and depict the Islamic movement and Moslem leaders as "Fanatic, 
backward, anti-modernization, anti-women, feudallstic, etc." 
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The truth of the matter is that the Islamic movement in Iran is fighting for 
the overthrow of the present monarchical regime and liberation of the whole nat- 
ion from foreign domination.

Considering the present level of the U.S. military involvement in Iran-pre 
sence of ^0.000-60.000 American military personel and stationing of the CIA 
Middle Eastern headquarters in Tehran, since 1973, the U.S. direct military inter- 
vention in Iran poses an imminent danger. 

This 50-minute documentary film about the uprisings of Sep. *J-th and 7th, 
and massacre on Friday, Sep. 8th, has been shot on the scene and smuggled out of 
the country. It not only shows the huge scale of the uprising, but as well mani- 
fests the true Islamic nature of our people's movement.

Jimmy Carter claims to be the "champion" of "Human Rights". He claims to be 
against repression and dictatorship, advocating democracy and respect for human rights 
for all the peoples all over the world.

On Sept. 10, 1978, Jimmy Carter personally called the Shah to express the U.S. 
solid support for his shaky regime and "emphasize the importance of Iran's continued 
alliance with the West "(Los Angeles Times, Sept. 11, 1978). At the same time, he autho- 
rized the shipment of 20,000canisters of tear gas to Iran (Newsweek, Sept, 25. 1978). 
This is the real meaning of Jimmy Carter's "Human Rights" policy; arming and supporting 
the Shah's dictatorial regime to the most. 

The U.S. government and establishment and their representative, Jimmy Carter, 
are determined to keep the Shah's repressive regime in power. The U,S. imperialism 
has huge economic, political and military interests in Iran and the whole Middle East 
area. This is why the Shah's regime is armed to the teeth with the most sophisticated 
weapons (more than 20 billion dollars over the past six years). In addition to huge 
arms shipments to Iran, the degree of the U.S. all-out support for the Shah and direct 
involvement in Iran can be well witnessed from the fact that there are now ^4-0, 000- 
60,000 American military personnel in Iran running the Shah's army.

On Sunday, Nov. 5. 1978. Shah of Iran declared martial law across Iran, imposed 9:00 m.ra. to 
5:00 a.m. curfew, and appointed a military Prime Minister. Assembly of more than two oeonle 
was also banned. Twelve Iranian cities had already been under martial law since Friday, 
Sep. 8th, when several thousand innocent people were massacred in Tehran. The Shah's latest 
decision clearly manifests his extreme political desperation. By resorting to such highly 
repressive measures he proves that his rule is no more possible without oDen repression 
and bloodshed. This new decision came after several days of continuous mass demonstrations 
all over Iran. 

Bloody street clashes between Moslem demonstrators and the Shah's security forces 
across Iran have become more frequent over the past two weeks, in Tehran since' four davs 
ago. Nov. 4 and 5th witnessed the worst days of confrontation between militant Moslem 
demonstrators, mainly students, calling for the overthrow of the Shah and the shooting 
troops. At least 65 students were shot dead on Nov. ^th» Yet there is no figure of Sunday's 
casualties. Saturday clash started after troops stopped students from marchine towards the 
residence of Ayatollah Taleghani. a revolutionary Moslem leader released from jail last 
week. UPI has reported that troops opened fire on a crowd of 6,000 students who tried to 
demolish a statue of the Shah. In retaliation for Saturday killings, demonstrators took to 
the streets on Sunday and set fire to government and foreign-related property, banks, 
luxury hotels, theatres and British Embassy. Troops guarding the U.S. Bnbassy stooped 
demonstrators from reaching the place. 

Moslws' revolutionary struggle against the Shah's repressive puppet regime has been 
much intensified in recent past. In spite of the state of martial law and continuous kil- 
lings all over Iran, the Islamic movement has stepped up its ever-rising militant fight 
for the overthrow of the Shah's monarchy and establishment of an Islamic just and equitable 
government. Nationwide strikes by civil servants in many sectors and walk-outs of indus- 
trial workers, including in the oil industry, have brought further pressure on the Shah's 
embattled regime. 

The recent wave of the Moslems' popular mass demonstrations has brought the regime 
to the verge of collapse. The Shah's different demogogical manoeuvres and the sham policy 
of "political liberalization" have all proved useless. All walks of life have become so 
coseious. politically and ideologically, of the objectives of the Islamic movement that 
they would not be fooled by the Shah's hollow moves and meaningless gestures. In .ddition 
to all other tactical and short-run demands, Moslems have specifically called for the 
immediate expulsion of more than W.000 U.S. military personnel in Iran. The Shah's sole 
response to the rising revolutionary Islamic movement has been frequent massive bloodshed 
all over Iran. 

The rising Islamic movement in Iran has caused deep concern in the U.S. government 
over the fate of the Shah's regime. Carter administration and Carter himself have openly 
supported the Shah and expressed solid backing for his shaky regime. The U.S. huge econo- 
mic, political and military interests in Iran and the whole Middle East area directly 
depends on the Shah's remaining in power. This explains why the so-called champion of 
"human rights "-Jimmy Carter-pledges the fascist Shah such strong a support. 

On Oct. 31, Shah's son who is now training In the U.S., went to the White House to 
meet Carter. Carter asked him "to convey his support for, and warm personal feeling to, 
the Shah". Carter's comment that "our friendship and our alliance with Iran is one of our 
important bases on which our entire foreign policy depends", is just an indication of the 
importance of the Shah's survival to the U.S. imperialism. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
has also expressed strong support for the Shah and urged the U.S. government to firmly 
stand by the Shah and monarchy. And interestingly enough. Carter and his entire administra- 
tion praise the Shah's massive bloodshed and all-out repression against the Iranian'Moslem 
people as "political liberalization and moves towards democracy"! 

Such a vehement support on the part of the U.S. government foreshadows the possibi- 
lity of the U.S. direct military involvement in Iran. Direct military engagement and dis- 
patch of the U.S. armed forces to Iran which has been discussed for some time by the U.S. 
top officials (e.g.. Defense Secretary Harold Brown), now looms more imminent than ever 
before. In order to save the Shah's shaky throne and preserve the status quo in Iran, the 
U.S. may, in the final analysis, create another Vietnam. 

To express our solidarity with and support for the revolutionary Islamie movement 
in Iran, expose the Shah's open bloodshed and the Carter's sham and demogogical "human 
rights" policy, we will hold a demonstration. Wo 

invite and encourage all concerned Americans and progressive elements and forces to join 
us in our protest rally. The American people need to become aware of the truly deplorable 
situation in Iran and the U.S. direct role in the current on-going bloodshed and repression.

BLOODBATH IN IRAN 



The Shah's brutal regime- is shedding blood on a massive scale all across Iran. 
His troops have started a killing spree in their desperate drive to forcibly crush 
Moslems' popular demonstrations. The new wave of the Moslems' defiant demonstrations 
started on Friday, Dec. 1, the first day of Moharram-a highly-respected Islamic month. 
Every year Moslems in Iran commemorate the martyrdom of Imam Hussein, grandson of 
Mohammad, in 682 A.D. 

Moslems have taken to the streets shouting "Down with the Shah"and "God is great 
above all", defying the military government's ban on all gatherings, even during curfew- 
free hours. Troops have been ordered to "shoot to kill"(CBS, Sunday, Dec. 3). Friday shoo- 
ting had been so brutal that according to UPI, "troops prevented people from watching from 
windows and rooftops". Shooting on Friday which took three continuous hours has been repor- 
ted to have been "the bloodiest yet in a year". The Shah's regime has reported only 7 
deaths on Friday, NBC reported that the death toll could be as high as 1,000. 

Demonstrations have continued ceaselessly for the past three days and indiscriminate 
shooting has been carried out by the Shah's US-trained-equipped army. The Shah's regime, 
and hence, the US press, have kept totally silent about the situation in the provinces. 
Though there is not any exact figures about the casualties of the past three days killings, 
however, reports from Iran indicate that it is well over several thousands. News arri- 
ving every hour report that demonstrations and widespread killings have entered in their 
fourth day. Our Moslem people's blood is being continuously shed by the Shah's US-backed 
regime. 

Recent massive popular demonstrations by Moslems are part of the Islamic movement 
aiming at overthrowing the Shah's monarchical regime and establishment of an Islamic just 
government. The nationwide struggle of Moslems has caused the Shah's puppet dictatorial 
regime such an embarrassMnt and extreme political desperation that it installed military 
government on Nov. 6, and put the whole country under martial law. 

The US government which has been fully backing the Shah over the past 25 years, has 
thrown its all-out support behind the Shah. While endorsing the imposition of military 
rule in Iran, the US government, and Jimmy Carter himself personally, nave openly encou- 
raged the Shah to take any steps necessary and to use whatever means possible to "restore 
authority and stability". 

The US government and establishment are deeply concerned about the fate of the Shah 
and monarchy in Iran. Should the regime be toppled, the US huge economic, political and 
military interests would be in clear jeopardy. That is why the US government is trying its 
utmost, though at the cost of massive bloodshed and all-out repression, to keep the puppet 
Shah in power. • 

Along and in solidarity with the Iranian Moslem people's revolutionary struggle, in 
protest against the Shah's mass killings, and in condemnation of the US government's full 
support for the Shah and its deep involvement in Iran, Organization of Iranian Moslem Stu- 
dents will hold a central demonstration in Washington, D.C., on Dec. lOand 11.

Expose U.S. -Shah New Plot 



Cn Saturday, Jan. 6, 1979, the Shah of Iran appointed a new civilian cabinet headed by 
Shahpur Bakhtiar. The new cabinet, fourth since August 1978, replaced the military govern- 
ment which had been installed by the Shah on Nov. 6, 1978. The new government was called in 
in the midst of continuing popular demonstrations by Moslems and nationwide strikes and walk- 
outs in various sectors of the economy. The Shah resorted to a new civilian cabinet at a time 
that the brutal military rule had completely failed to even contain, let alone suppress, the 
militant opposition of the people. The incoming government was immediately endorsed by the 
U.S. government, and at the same time, categorically denounced by the people and the Islamic 
movement. 

The new Premier Shahpur Bakhtiar, a deputy minister in the government of Dr. Mossadegh 
in the early 1950's, has been officially introduced as a "top opponent" of the Shah. He was 
hand-picked by the Shah nearly two weeks ago to form a new government. This government was 
formed at a time that the Moslems' militant opposition was at its peak and the Shah's bru- 
tal security forces were butchering people in the order of hundreds a day all across Iran. 
While desperately begging people for support, Bakhtiar has been promising them "respect for 
Islam, punishment of previous corrupt officials, gradual lift of martial law, total removal 
of press censorship, release of political prisoners, and security of basic civil liberties? 
In the meantime , he has made it clear that he intends to preseve monarchy and the Shah 
as the "constitutional monarch." In addition, he has promised the U.S. to maintain the pre- 
sent ties between the two governments. Then, no wonder that the U.S. government officially 
states that "it is ready to fully cooperate with the new government in Iran." The platform 
of the new governemnt and the U.S. openly positive response clearly manifest its reactionary 
nature. It was put together after much behind-the-scene manoeuvring by the U.S. to forge a 
"compromise" solution. As part of the deal, the Shah is supposed to leave the country tempo- 
rarily for "medical treatment and rest", -only to return as a "constitutional monarch" at a 
later date. This arrangement obviously aims at removing the Shah from the political scene 
for some time. 

Moslems ' continuing nationwide demonstrations and total paralysis of the whole economy , 
strike in the oilfields in particular, on the one hand, and indiscriminate massive killings 
by the Shah's troops, on the other, had brought the Shah's regime to the verge of collapse. 
This new manoeuvre, desperate and shaky as it is, is solely meant to save the Shah's falter- 
ing regime (monarchy) and secure the U.S. huge interests. 

The people's response to the U.S. -Shah latest plan was impromptu, categorical and una- 
nimous. NBC reported on Saturday, Jan. 6, that demonstrators on the streets shouted "Death 
to the Shah" and "Death to Bakhtiar", and said that "any government supported by the Shah 
is not acceptable to the people." Even before Bakhtiar's premiership was officially approved 
by the Shah, demonstrators were shouting "Bakhtiar, the powerless servant" and "Bakhtiar, 
henchman of the Yankee imperialists." The continuing demonstrations against the new govern- 
ment bear witness to the people's awareness of the U.S. -Shah treacherous plan, as well as 
their resolute determination to continue the current revolutionary struggle until final vic- 
tory. 

Jan. 9, 1979, is the first anniversary of the Moslems' uprising in gum-center of Isla- 
mic theological schools-and the regime's brutal massacre of about 100 innocent people. Fol- 
lowing the uprising and massacre in Qum, the Islamic movement has advanced steadily and 
gained momentum over the past one year. It has been struggling against the present corrupt 
monarchical system and foreign domination, mainly the U.S. People's main slogan has been 
"Independence, Freedom, Islamic government", and they have sacrificed tens of thousands of 
lives for an Islamic revolution. Such a deceitful ' manoeuvre by the U.S. and the Shah is just 
too hollow and farcical to cheat the people and, in the meantime, consolidate the regime's 
shaken position. 

The new government is doomed to failure and collapse. The revolutionary struggle of the 
Iranian Moslem people is and undoubtedly will be continued unabated. Now that the extreme 
brutality of the military government has failed' to quiet the people , no demogogical move can 
bribe them into conciliation with the Shah, the regime and the U.S. imperialism. 

It is the humanitarian duty of all the American people to oppose and condemn the U.S. 
involvement in Iran and the continuing massacre of the Iranian people, now carried out under 
the guise of the "civilian constitutional government." It is the moral obligation of all free- 
dom-loving and democratic-minded people to support the just struggle of the Iranian Moslem 
people for Independence , Freedom , and Islamic Government . It is the very legitimate sovereign 
right and free choice of every nation to decide its own form of government and destiny.

CRIMINAL SHAH FLEES IRAN 

The Shah of Iran fled the country on Tuesday, Jan. 16, 1979. He escaped from Iran at a 
time that the whole nation is fighting militantly to overthrow the present corrupt monarchi- 
cal regime and free Iran from the yoke of foreign domination. This bloody dictator was final- 
ly forced from power after 37 years of tyrannical rule. Fall of the Shah came in spite of the 
U.S. all-out support.

the Shah s father-a Cossack colonel-took power in a British-engineered coup 1 in 1921 For 58 
years, this treacherous family has plundered the nation and accumulated a huge wealth in the 
order of several billions of dollars. 

The Iranian Moslem people eventually forced the puppet Shah to leave the country, which 
would lead to an end to the traitorous Pahlavi rule. Even though the Shah's escape from Iran 
is a victory at this stage of the struggle, yet it is not the final goal of the Islamic move- 
ment, rather only a step forward. With the Shah fled and the regime in shambles, the Iranian 
Moslem people are continuing their revolutionary struggle to overthrow the Shah's regime 
dismantle the present foreign-dominated-controlled system and establish an Islamic just govern-

tends to fool the people by making some trivial and farcical "concessions and reforms". The 
current revolutionary Islamic struggle in Iran has brought the Shah's regime' to the verge of 
collapse and seriously endangered the U.S. huge economic, political and military interests. 
Given Bakhtiar's total lack of any popular support, the U.S. is now strongly backing his 
shaky government. The U.S. full-fledged support could not keep the Shah in power, it cannot 
sustain Bakhtiar either. The Islamic movement has been fighting for "INDEPENDENCE, FREEDOM 
and ISLAMIC GOVERNMENT", it will not be blindfolded by the "liberal and progressive" facade 
of this new U.S. -sponsored reactionary government. Bakhtiar's government is doomed to Irani- 
nent downfall. 

The criminal Shah is probably headed for the U.S. He is supposed to reside in this count- 
ry. The U.S. government has announced that he is welcome here, and that he is still consi- 
dered the constitutional monarch" of Iran and will be treated with "full honors" like other 
dignitaries. It has been also revealed that he will be provided with necessary security. 

The U.S. government has decided to give sanctuary to the fugitive criminal Shah who has 
escaped from the punishment he desreves. All other members of his family are already living 
in the U.S. , heavily protected by federal agents. 

We believe that the American people do not support the U.S. deep involvement in Iran 
and its all-out backing of the present reactionary regime. The U.S. government has kept the 
Shah in power for the past 25 years, and now that he has been forced out of the country, is 
ready to give him refuge. 

How can the American people tolerate the Shah's stay in this country after he has been 
expelled from Iran? In the past year only, he has murdered ten* of thousands of innocent 
Iranian people. Would the American people just keep silent and let an hated dictator live 
here in comfort and security under their government's protection? 

We deeply believe that the American people are on the side of the Iranian people and 
sympathize with their just cause. The Iranian and American people, as two nations, have com- 
mon human interests and concerns. We ask the American people to condemn and oppose the U S 
government s decision to give refuge to the Shah, and force their government to tum the cri- 
minal Shah in to the Iranian people to be tried and punished.

MIDDLE EAST "PEACE" TREATY: 
SADAT'S SELL-OUT TO US-ISRAEL 

In continuation of Sadat's gradual reactionary caDitulationist policy, the latest 
conspiracy against the Arab masses. Egyptians and Palestinians in particular, is being 
orchestrated in Washington. The U.S. imperialism is tryine its hardest to put together 
and effect, through traitorous Anwar Sadat and old-terrorist Menachim Begin, a sham 

peace" treaty. What is going to be signed in Washington on Monday. March 26. under the 
direct authorshiD and auspices of "champion" of "Human Rights "-Jimmy Carter-is anything 
but a peace treaty. It is merely the document of Sadat's sell-out of the Arab cause to 
the Zionists and the U.S., with Jimmy Carter as the broker. 

Sadat, as the true representative of Arab reaction and Egyptian comparador capita- 
lism, is offering Egypt to Carter and Begin, in return for the U.S. extensive economic 
and military aid and. relinquishing of the Sinai desert by Israel. Sadat is trying to 
prove, with his heart and soul, to the U.S. government and establishment that he deser- 
ves to be their new Shah in the Middle East, and that they can depend on him. Meantime 
out of political desperation as well as national face-saving, he is maklne promises to 
the oppressed Egyptian masses that can never materialize under the U.S. imperialistic 
domination. He isimitating exactly what the now toppled Shah of Iran had tried for long, 
though of no avail. 

Another treacherous aspect of Sadat-Begin "peace" treaty concerns the Palestinian 
question. The treaty leaves the fate of several million oppressed Palestinians totally 
in the hands of the Zionist state of Israel. However, this is neither the first nor the 
last plot against the Palestinians; it is only the latest episode of the U.S. -Israeli- 
Arab reaction Joint conspiracy against a militant people who. ever since 19h8 creation 
of the Zionist state by imperialist powers, have been fighting to regain their occupied 
homeland. This revolutionary struggle has Dolished itself and perfected over tine; de- 
feating every and all the reactionary schemes, no matter how beautifully disguised un- 
der the cover of "peace" in the Middle East and "solution" of the Arab-Israeli question. 
A question which, contrary to what has been widely propagated, has alwavs been the con- 
flict between the Palestinians and the occupationlst-racist Zionism. And no doubt, it 
will not be solved until and unless the Palestinian people, through long-run armed strug- 
gle, regain their homeland and national and human rights. 

The current U.S. all-out push for a "peace" treaty between Egypt and Israel, and its 
hearty and hasty acceptance on the part of these two governments, can onlv be explained 
and understood in the light of the recent Islamic revolution in Tran and its tremendous 
spill-over effects in the Middle East. 

The U.S. imperialism which has always been th» strongest supporter of the Zionist 
state of Israel has for long tried to secure its existence, and force the Palestinians 
into capitulation and compromise, in one way or another. But, it has failed to achieve 
anything. Reactionary and puppet Arab regimes, solely concerned about their own security 
and that of the U.S. interests, have also been conspiring, overtly or covertly, to come 
to terms with Israel. Having turned their backs against their up-rooted and oppressed 
Palestinian brothers and sisters, these reactionary regimes have shared the U.S. -Israeli 
fears of the continuing revolutionary struggle of Palestinians for liberation. Such a 
common concern has been at the root of all the past and current plots against this move- 
ment. 

Today, Anwar Sadat is championing the U.S. -Israeli cause in the name of "peace" in 
the Middle East and "prosperity" for the poverty-stricken Egvptian masses. Sadat's record 
•ver since taking power in 1970 clearly manifest his stark reactionary policies-both at 
home and abroad-and his total submission to the U.S. Imperialism. His initial trip to 
Israel in Nov. 1977-de facto recognition of the Zionist entity despite widespread oppo- 
sition in the Arab world-his participation in Camp David negotiations in Sep. 1978 and 
joyous acceptance of its outcoming treaty blueprint which, for all practical purposes. 
was not but a series of major concessions to Israel at the cost of the betrayal of the 
Arab cause and the Palestinian rights, now has reached its climax. Sadat is signing a 
treaty which has been imposed on him and the Egyptian people by Jimmy Carter's maverick 
shuttle diplomacy; a treaty for which Sadat gives a lot and.- from which, he gains nothing 
but the U.S. promise to turn Egypt into its regional military power! 

Sadat is happily embracing the U.S. -Israeli "peace" treaty at a time that the poli- 
tical future of his «ntl-people, and anti-Tslamic regime is In clear Jeopardy. Deep socio- 
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politico-economic problems in Egypt have engulfed the country to such a menacing decree- 
that he is iesperately trying to buy some breathing time through manoeuvres promising 
both "peace and prosperity." His reactionary policies «> Egypt, particularly since the 
adoption of open-door policy in 197'+, have so much worsened living conditions for the 
majority of the Egyptian masses that the whole system is at the verge of an explosion 
from within. It will not be long before the Egyptian oppressed Moslem people, having 
learn jd a great revolutionary lesson from their Iranian brothers and sisters, will rise 
up to their feet and do away with Sadat's reactionary regime and the U.S. domination. 

Sadat'S" bankrupt regime has been able to survive through massive financial aid from 
such hated regimes as that of Saudi Arabia and that of the now overthrown Shah of Iran. 
The Shah's overthrow was a fatal blow to the Egyptian regime, as much as it was to the 
U.S. imperialism and the Israeli Zionism. As a result of the Islamic revolution in Iran, 
both Egypt and Israel feel less secure and more susceptible to revolutionary pressures, 
from -within for Egypt and from without for Israel. That is why they are so panicked and 
have turned to their patron for assistance and protection, even to each other for mutual 
cooperation. That is also why the U.S. is hastily looking for another local gendarme in 
lieu of the Shah; pushing Israel and Egypt to conclude a "peace" treaty as soon as possi- 
ble and before the general political situation in the area is further destabilized. 

The U.S. is now trying to turn Sadat into another Shah, and Egypt into another Iran. 
In the aftermath of the loss of Iran, the U.S. government and multi-national corporations 
are turning their attention to Egypt; intending to completely absorb and integrate the 
Egyptian economy in the framework of the world imperialist system, and to use it as a base 
for securing and furthering their economic, political and military interests. The nature 
of the "peace" treaty is so obviously reactionary that even other Duppet Arab regimes 
such as Saudi Arabia and Jordan have refrained from openly supporting it. 

The Sadat-Israel "peace "treaty, if signed and if ever implemented, will not achieve 
anything. It will never be able to force a reactionary settlement on the Palestinian peo- 
ple, and on their sole legitimate representative, the P.L.O. The "autonomy" plan for the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip is not but another cover for the continued Zionist domi- 
nation of the Palestinian people. The P.L.O. has been militantly fighting against all 
the previous conspiracies, it will undoubtedly wreck this one too. Today,, after the suc- 
cessful Islamic revolution in Iran and the Iranian people's strong and brotherly support 
for the Palestinian oause and the P.L.O., the Palestinian revolution and its supporters 
are in a much better position than ever before. And simultaneously, all the colorful ene- 
mies of this movement and its leadership, as well as that of other oppressed peoples in 
the Middle East, are in a weaker position. 

While condemning the "peace" treaty between Egypt and Israel, we. Organization of 
Iranian Moslem Students, categorically denounce and oppose any treaty that works against 
the interests and rights of the Palestinian people, the Arab masses in general. We con- 
sider the present bilateral treaty not as a move towards the "peace", rather as a step in 
the direction of strengthening the U.S. already shaken position in the Middle East and, 
above all, f.s an outright treason to the Palestinian people and their revolutionary strug- 
gle. We express our deepest solidarity with the Palestinian heroic people and the stron- 
gest jupport for their leadership, the P.L.O. 

In order to voice, opposition to and condemnation of Sadat-Begin U.S.-orehestrated- 
endorsed "peace"treaty. Organization of Iranian Moslem Students, along with progressive 
Arab students, will hold a demonstration in Washington, D.C., on Monday, March 26, 1979. 
We ask all the democratic-minded and progressive people to oppose this sham treaty and 
support the just struggle of the Palestinian people.
